SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording Untitled/The Seduction of Lynn Carter/Snake Fuckers is classified 
as: 

Objectionable. 

This is because it promotes and supports the exploitation of children and young 
persons for sexual purposes and promotes and supports bestiality. 

The video recording contains a range of explicit scenes of sexual activity involving 
children and young persons and adults. The video recording generally presents an 
image of the younger age group as being sexually aware and sexually active, thereby 
attempting to give greater credibility to any sexual activity between adults and children. 
The sexual activity depicted includes masturbation, fellatio, cunnilingus and vaginal 
intercourse (both actual and simulated). The participants appear to range in age from 5 
years upwards. The images are primarily designed to be sexually titillating but also 
emphasise the vulnerability of children to the manipulation by adults for sexual 
purposes. 

The video recording also promotes and supports bestiality by presenting scenes of 
women utilising a live eel for the purpose of facilitating their sexual activity. The 
insertion of the eel into the vagina of one of the women is presented as a matter of 
curiosity and is intended to be sexually titillating. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in classifying 
this video recording but as s3(2) of the Films Videos, and Publications Classification 
Act 1993 is a deeming provision no further consideration has been given to the NZBR 
Act. 
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
